" SAB FRANCISCO, March 12.— With a 
view to ascertaining the present condi- 
tion of the San Joaqnin valley relative to 
crops, acreage and prospects of yield as 
compared 
with last season, General 


Superintendent J. A. Filmore of the 
Southern Pacific recently issued an order 
to the company's agents • stationed in 
this valley instructing them to forward 
reports from their respective towns, giv- 
ing the desired information. 


Beports from forty-five places have 


been received, which are given below. 
Estimates are, of course, based upon the 
supposition of tho usual spring rains. 


From all parts of the valley reports 


are encouraging and give assurance of 
ample harvest. It is noticed from their 
reports that there has been a decided in- 
crease in wheat acreage, and this fact 
in itself is evidence of prosperity, while 
the general yieldof agricultural products 
promieea to txceed lhat of last year. 


At Fresno tho increase, in wheat acre- 


age is estimated at 25 per cent. 
. At Tulare the fruit yield will double 
that of last year. 


At Banger the increase in geneial acre- 


age is 25 per cent. 


Poso has 10,000 acres in wheat, 
danger has 20,000 acres in wheat. 
At Armona it ia estimated that tbe 


wheat yield will exceed last year by 60 
per cent, and the fruit yield by 20 per 
cent.

A NEW DEPARTURE. 


Tho Middlemen Not to Bo In It In 


tbo Jute B«(i Industry. 


BAS FKANCISCO, March 12.— Tho state 


board of prison directors met at San 
Quentin today. Seneca A. Swalm and 
Charles B. Blackburn, one of the Lake 
county white cappers, were refused par- 
dons, and liberal concessions were mado 
to small farmers on grain bass, 
J. L. BeecherJr.nndC. li. WakeQeld, 


representing tho grange of San Joaquin 
county, appeared before the board, to 
urge actiou to prevent tbe product of the 
jute industry from falling into the hands 
of the middlemen instead of the farmers. 
As a result of their arguments the board 
adopted a resolution directing the warden 
to soil to bonaflde farmers only 250,000 
grain bags, not more than 10,000 to each 
farmer, providing each order be accom- 
panied by a certificate from the post- 
master of the district in wnich the 
farmer lives that the purchaser ia a 
farmer and 
grower of wheat. ^Each 


order shall be accompanied by a certified 
check for the amount equal to 1 cent 
per bag, said bags to be held at the 
farmer's risk not longer than Jane next, 
when the farmer shall take the delivery 
of the bags and pay the balance of the 
price for them.

SENATOR FAIR'S EX-KANCH MAN- 


AGER A MUBDEftEH. 


H. J. Palmer's Dnmkeu Deed May 


Result in His Stretch- 


ing- Hemp. 


BACHAMENTO, March 12.— H. J. Palmer, 


formerly manager of Senator Fair's Yolo 
county ranch, shot and killed Charles W. 
Phleger in George Wisseman's saloon on 
Fourth atreot today. Phleger was seated 
at a table readme a newspaper when 
Palmer, who has been drinking heavily 
for some days, entered tho room. Seeing 
Fhleger he pulled his pistol and without 
warning fired five shots into him. He 
snapped hia pistol for tho sixth shot, but 
the chambers had been emptied. 


Palmer had been denouncing Phleger 


because of matters growing out of the 
embezzlement cases brought by Senator 
Fair against Palmer in connection with 
the management of tho Yolo ranch. 
Palmer had threatened to kill his wife 
nnd other parties within the past few 
days. 


Palmer and Hiloger wero partners in 


tho ranch at tho time when Palmer be- 
came superintendent of Fair's Knight's 
Landing ranch. In the many criminal 
euitfl and finally in tho civil suit institu- 
ted by Fair against Palmer, who Fair 
claimed had appropriated more than 
$50,000 of the ranch's revenue, Phleger 
was a witness for tlio prosecution. 


Finally Judge Catton of Sacramento, 


sitting in the superior court of Yolo 
county at Woodland, gave n heavy judg- 
ment against Palmer and la favor of 
Fair. A compromise was then agreed 
nnnn. Fair taking Palmer's Intoroatin 
JIB ranch owned by him and Pillager. 
Criminal prosecutions then standing 
were] dismissed here and in San Fran- 
cisco, and it was supposed tbat the long 
controversy was settled. It seems, how- 
ever, that Palmar never forgave Puloger.

Since the mysterious disappearance of 


Bernard Hacker, the candy manufacturer 
of this city, who left Fresno for San 
Francisco on February 27, and has not 
yet arrived, efforts have been made by 
jy several of his friends to unravel tho 
•mystery, says the Chronicle. Among 
them is Louis remartiui, an intimate 
friend, who keeps a similar establish- 
ment at 542 Mission street. On the re- 
ceipt of the telegram from the chief of 
police at Gllroy on Thursday last, an- 
nouncing tbe rinding of a man who had 
attempted suicide in the vicinity and 
whose appearance coincided with the de- 
scription of Hecker, Mr. Demartiui im- 
mediately dispatched William Trumbnll, 
;be former proprietor of the Fresno es- 
abltshment, to Agnews station to de- 
termine, if possible, the identity of the 
would-be suicide. 


Trumbull returned to this city last 


evening, and hia story of the interview 
with the supposed Hacker was later told 
o the missing man's wife by Demartini. 
The man at Agnewa was found to closely 
resemble Hecker, gave in the matter of 
stature, which Trumbull conceived to 
differ slightly from Hacker's. The man

Ho better weather could have been 


desired for outdoor spoit than that which 
prevailed yesterday at the Grand Army 
rabbit drive. The sky was overcast and 
a refreshing breeze blew from the north- 
west. Every one felt an exhilaration o! 
spirit* on the opsn plains, and a keen 
sense of the enjoyment of the chase. 


The .march upon the jack rabbits 


resembled the advance of an invading 
army. Brigadier Goneral Mailer and 
staff with the Grand Army men pro- 
ceeded out Elm avenue on horseback and 
in vehicles of all sorts, and alter passing 
the village of Easton, six miles from the 
city, turned to the right In a westerly di- 
rection for six or seven miles farther and 
formed in line of battle with the left 
resting on the end of tho right wing of 
the rabbit corral. This wing consisted 
of posts, to which wee attached a wire 
netting feuco and was, like its mate, 
three-quarters of a mile long. 


TIJE COKMAHDEB'S VOBT. 


Governor Markham and a few friends 


were stationed immediately back of the 
corral and facing the " advancing lines. 
The division guarding the leltwingof the 
trap proceeded out Elm avenue for about 
two miles and turned up the avenue that 
runs westerly from the Raisina vineyard. 
This division extended in a crescent 
shape until it connected with the ex- 
treme right of General Mnller's com- 
mand. 
Tho line of battle was about four mues 
lone. It was estimated that there were 
about 1000 vehicles in tbe.line and more 
than 5000 people. Many came on horse- 
back and there was a skirmish line of 
several hundred nun and boys armed
